The Alberta Central Railway Co., 
which is seeking incorporation at by 
session of the legislature would not 
much different from the store of oth- 
er applications for charters, were it 
not for the fact that it bears the 
names of William Mackenzie, Donald 
Mann, Z A. Lash, K.C., and others 
close up to the main works of the C. 
N. R. corporation, 

When a subsidiary company of the 
C.N. R. is secking tneorporation there 
is sure to be something of interest to 


Edmonton district. It is under- 


stood that the C. N. R. will ask for sev- 
eral railway charters and that at least 
some of these charters will receive the 
government guarantee of bonds. Tt is 
‘for this reason that there is consider- 
able interest attached to the applien- 
tion of the Central Alberta Railway 
company 

The company will be capitalized at 
$5,000,000, in «hates of $100 each, and 
request will be made to the legislature 
for authority to lay out, construct and 
operate certain lines of railway. The 
company will further ask that power 
may be given to issue bonds, deben- 
tures, or other securities to the extent 
of $25,000 per mile of the ¢aid lines of 
railway and branches and that the 

aid company mey be authorized to en- 
ter into agreements for purchase, sale 
or amalgamation with the C. N. R. and 
certain other railways thereto author- 
ized, with such further and other 
powers and privileges and subject to 
such conditions as are customary in 
the incorporation of similar compan- 
Schedule of Branch Lines.

{, From a point near Strathcona, south 
vin Calgary to the confluence of the 
Little Bow and Belly rivers ,thence south 
westerly to a point at or near Lethbridge 
with a branch line from a point near 
Biltern Lake in a northeasterly direction 
to Vegreville. Also a branch line from 
near the crossing of the Littl Bow River 
«outherly via Macleod to the boundary 
of the province, Also a branch form a 
point on the last mentioned line between 
Macleod and the point where the last 
mentioned branch line crosses the Belly 
River in a general westerly direction 
' to the western boundary of the provinoe.

tian more obvious, and although Ser- 
via and Montenegro are still fuming 
the chances for a peaceful solution of 
the Balkan crisis aré more hopeful 
than »t any time since its beginning. 

At home the furious war between 
the various sections of the Unionists 
continues with various fortunes At 
the beginning of the week it seemed «s 
if the aggressiveness of the protection- 
ists was overdone and that a reaction 
in favor of the free trade Unionists 
had begun. Several free traders have 
icund the courage to defy the protee- 
tionists, notably Tord Robert Ceeil. 
Three others followed his courageous 
defianes, and even protectionist organs 
like the Times and Daily Telegram 
rébuked the protectionists and sought 
to bring about a truce or a compro- 
mise, 

The amusing feature from the Irish 
standpoint is the panie of the Trish 
Unionists over the split in the Eng- 
lish Unionist ranks. The English tar- 
iff reformers are indifferent to every 
chuse but tariff reform and are ready 
t take the part of the Irish National- 
igts on home rule in exchange for 
Irish support of tariff reform. Most 
af the Unionist free traders are the 
fiercest enemies of home rule, and now 
they attempt to retain their member- 
ship in the Unionist party, though 
ifee traders, because it is necessary 10 
defeat home rule, 


Spectator is in Despair. 

The Spectator, the leading free trade 
Unionist organ, is in despair over the 
abandonment of the war against home 
rule, and the Morning Post is attack- 
ed by Ceeil for flirting with home rule, 
This roakes some of the timid retreat, 
but, although the week began with a 
reaction in favor.s% the free trade 

Unionists, it ends with a successful s- 
seult on their position. Robert Cecil's 
meeting with his constituents was 
broken up by tariff reformers,and the 
fight goes On fast and furious. It must 
end in a hopeless kid impotent divis- 
ion of the Unionists at the next elee- 
tion, or it will result in the adoption 
of préetec’’on as the final policy of the 
Unionist party as a whole. Either cons 
tingency will prevent all chance of the 
Unionists winning at the next elee- 
tion. 

Much still depends upon Balfour, but 
he is acting with his characteristic 
hesitancy ~vhil> this terrific struggle 
is going Ov «aside His party, He *s 
playing golf at Biarritz, silent,remote, 
and sphinxlike. Everybody thinks he 
ultimate'y will yield to the tariff re- 
form, as it now is favored by the over- 
whelming majority of his party, and, 
after his years ot hesitancy, take the 
final plunge into the protectionist 
camp. 

Such a situation offers a splendid 
chance to the Liberals, but they like- 
wise are divided and discouraged by 
internal differences, not as to principle 
but as to tactics, The old dispute con- 
tinues as to the attack on tne King 
and the House of Lords between the 
section which wants an immediate as- 
sault and the section which wants ‘0 
postpone the final fight and general 
eleciion for two years, or until the 
government has completed a complete 
programme. This tangted situation is 
complicated still more by the conflict- 
ing demands of the different sections 
ot the Liberals. The Welshmen are 
the fnain diffieulty now. They threat- 
en to revolt unless the Welsh church 
disestablishment measure is carried, 
This Comes at a session when the rest 
of the Liberal party regards the pas- 
sage of a measure which the House of 
Lords will reject as a waste of time, 
strength and prestige. 

"Hard Fight Over Budget. 

Less heroics now are being talked 
about the budget. Lloyd-George !s 
rather alarmed oyer the outbreak of 
the wrath of the financial sections 
aguinst his speeches. The steady 
downlall in the pricés of the consols 
and the other gilt edge English securi- 
ties afe helping the large classes of 
capitalists who are his and the gov- 
ermment’s most bitter enemies, No- 
bedy wants an early dissolution, but 
it yet may be forced on all parties, 
though that is unlikely 

In Ireland the whole country still 
is absorbed in the discussion of the 
Birrell land bill and the coming great 
convention, where its fate will be de- 
eided, The Lords and O'Brien still 
thunder against the measure, but the 
Freeman’s Journal backs Redmond 
and the overwhelming majority of the 
Irish party in defence of the measure, 
and delegates favorable to its adop- 
tion continue to be elected in mearly 
every part of the island, 

The peril is not absent of an attempt 
to urcak up the convention by unfor- 
tunately organized disorders with a 
view of diserediting the bill and the 
Irish party. Sach en attempt will fail 
and the decision of the convention ‘s 
ecrtain for the bill, though perhaps it 
will be reaehed only after animacec

Edmontons Future Water Supply 


The Great Pigeon Lake Scheme. 


The cut on this page shows one of the greatest undertakings ever proposed by any person or private corporation for Northwest Canada 
xcept Railway Construction. The scheme is beirz undertaken solely for the purpose of supplying pure water to the City of Edmonton and 
adjoining municipalities should they desire it. L.iefly outl'ned the scheme is as follows. 


It is proposed to utilize as a source of supply Pigeon Lake, which is a beautiful fresh water lake 
of over 37 square miles in area, of great depth and situated about 40 miles 8. W. of the city at an elevation of 597 ft. above the surface of ) 
Fourth street, opposite No. 2 Fire Hall, and is thus in a position to furnish the City of Edmonton with an unlimited supply of pure soft 53-24 
water. Pigeon Lake would be tapped with intake works and a tunnel, thence the water would be conveyed from the north end of this 


tunnel by means of a 33 in. pipe to the, valve shaft and intake works which it is proposed to construct close to the Wizard Lake for reasons 53-25 

which ave explained later. Thence from Wizard Lake continuing the line of 33 in. pipe to a natural lake situated on Beaver Hills about > 

seven and one-half miles fom the city and at an elevation of 240 ft. above the afore mentioned point on Fourth street. This natural’ E 

lake on Beaver Hills would be dammed, and its present source of supply diverted; a sufficient area would be excavated and cleaned out 

(up to a depth of 20 ft.) to provide service reservoirs of about 100 million gallons capacity for reserve supply which would be invaluable p Anni he 

in times of fire.

in the valve shaft would b: so arranged that a direct connection can be had with Wizard Lake which has an area of over two square R 5

miles and an elevation of over 370 ft. and is thus capable of giving a static pressure of 160 Ibs. persq. in. Or if the necessity should 
arise for a very great pressure the valves will be so arranged in the valve shaft that a direct connection can be had with Pigeon Lake 
which would give astatic pressure of about 258 lbs. per sq. in. These connections can be made almost instantly on receipt of a phone’ 


message from the fire hall in Edmonton. 


A telephone systcm would be installed connecting the No, 2 Vire Hall 
with a water-works superintendent's house, (which latter would be situated at the service reservoir) 


and with both care-takers’ houses at Wizard and Pigeon Lakes respectively. A facility which would 
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be very useful in case of fire, 


The quality of the water available from the present source of supply viz: 
the Saskatchewan River is unsatisfactory and perhaps even positively dangerous, unless a very 


expensive system of purification is undertaken, and even if such is undertaken no amount of

LIVE STOCK SHIPMENTS. 

Calgary, Feb, 8—The report of live 
etock shipments of the C.P.R. from 
‘Iherta aud part of Saskatchewan as 
far Jaw has been prepared 
by H. C. MeMullen, live stock agent 
of the road. Tt shows a great increase 
in the hog shipments and a very satis- 
factory increase in sheep and cattle 
and horses over the previous year, 

The report shows in 1908 there were 
shipped from. Alberta’ artd @askatehe- 
wan 13,636 horses, 98,982 cattle, 40,752 
sheep, 48,618 hogs. Of thia number 
Saskatchewan #hipped 2,220 ‘horses 
11,083 cattle, 14,999 sheep and 445 
hogs, thus making Alberta’s live stock 
shipments for domestic and export 
use 11,416 horses, 87,909 cattle, 25,754 
sheep, and 48,173 hogs. These figures 
show well compared with those 2% 
1907. In that year the entire ship- 
ment of horses did not equal that from 
Alberta this year. This is also true in 
regard with cattle and the shipment o 
sheep from both provinces in 1907 only 
exceeded the shipment from Alberta 
by considerably less than 3,000 head 
In 1908 Alberta shipped 48,173 hogs 
and the entire shipment from Alberta 
and Saskatchewan ‘in 1997 was only 
20,588. Prices this year compare ex- 
tremely well with those of 1907 ex- 
cepting horses, In 1907 the average 
price of a horse was $115, average for 
1908 was $110. Cattle show up with 1 
big increase averaging $47 a head in 
1908, and $41 in 1907. Sheep have 
gone up 50 per cent, selling for an av- 
erage of $6 in 1908 and for $6.50 in 
1907, while the price of hogs has been 
tationary, averaging $9 each for 1907 
and 1908 

The total figures of prices for live- 
stock for the two provinces would thus 
be $1,499,960 for horses, $4,652,624 for 
cattle, $244,518 for sheep and $437,562 
for hogs

NO MIXED CHOIRS PERMITTED. 


In Roman Catholic Churches—Women 
May Sing if Separated From Men. 


New York, Feb, 8.—That women 
may sing in Roman Catholic choirs in 
churches where there is a dearth of 
taale voices, but that even then wo 
men must be separated from the men, 
is the explanation given in the Eecle- 
siastical Review for February which 
published with a comment the Latin 
text of an important decree of the sa- 
cred congregation of rites of the sub- 
ject. The decree is an answer to a 
dubium drawn up by the Rev, Dr. 
Hugh Henry, editor of the Church 
Music. It makes‘clear, says the Eec- 
elesiastical Review, the following 
points First, ‘‘choirs,’’ commonly so 
called, as we have them in most of 
eur churches in the United States, 
where a select group of men and wo- 
men gather for the purpose of éing- 
ing ,are not permitted. Second, *he 
answer given in a certain case is not 
to be construed as sanctioning the eo- 
mingling of men and women in the 
choirs, Third, while the sacred con- 
gregation prohibits the arrangement of 
“mixed choirs, of male and female 
voices, yet when there is a dearth of 
male singers. men and women may 
jein in the singing, but they are to be 
ibsolutely separated. 


DOUBLE FORCE ON CANAL. 


Taft's Big Effort to Rush Completion 
of Panama Waterway. 


Panama, Feb. 7.—In order to carry 
out the order of President-elect Taft 
that the Panama canal can be finish
